Yet, at bottom, the majority 
of Americans know we must go 
forward and meet the danger— 
which is new and requiring new 
approaches.

One of the strengths of the 
republic is evident in Governor 
Dewey’s statement.

Mayor Bass announced commit- 
tee chairmen as: Stephens, finance; 
W. C. Hudson, Jr:, building and 
fire; H. H. Martin, tax and public 
relations; Keeler, police and ordi- 
nance: Orville Parker, parks and 
garage; W. B. Luck, light and 
water: George Parker; streets and 
sanitary; McKee, purchasing and 
labor relations.

The Sales Tax 
And Tax Revision 


Most political observers believe the 
General Assembly, which convenes Mon- 
day, will disregard the much higher fed- 
eral taxes for rearmament and go ahead 
with plans for a State sales tax. Probably, 
these sources say, tax revision will be for- 
gotten, as will higher income tax rates. 


We question the advisability of higher 
State taxes at all under present critical 
world conditions. But certainly there is 
no reason for voting more taxes without 
first accomplishing tax revision, doing 
away with outmoded, antiqueted and un- 
productive taxes which produce small 
revenue and which in many cases are out- 
rageously costly to enforce. 


Tax revision could, in fact, be accom- 
plished without any increasea taxes. That 
would entail leaving in force the State 
property tax but it could be eliminated at 
a later date. At least the unproductive 
taxes, which do little more than furnish 
jobs for collectors, can be abolished. 


We do not debate the need for better 
education, better. roads and improved 
health services which a tax increase would 
finance. The Constitution has been among 
those who have fought for these improve- 
ments for years and we can understand 
that others who have been in the fight 
are reluctant to give them up now that 
victory is in sight. 

Federal taxes, however, alreadv have 
been raised. They. will be raised more, 
as Mr. Truman emphatically said yvester- 
day when he signed the excess profits tax 
bill. No one at this time can-see the end 
of greatly increased Federal spending for 
rearmament and defense. 
should come—which is not unlikely—the 
improved services more State taxes would 
finance would become insignificant. 


As desirable as are better schols, roads 
and health facilities, our first concern is 
survival. i 

The Legislature may choose to ignore 
this factor. Plenty of arguments can be 
brought forward for doing so. But there 
are no arguments whatever for imposing 
more taxes without first effecting tax re- 
Vision.

Wt is war plus a fanatic ideology 
which hds a great appeal for masses of 
uneducated, uninformed and undisciplined, 
hungry peoples. 

- Théy are crucial days, and if the Con- 
sres§ allows its few greedy, neurotic 
schemers to impede the days and decisions 
with their own politics and narrowly de- 
signed objectives, we shall be in danger. 

If Congress acts as it can, and we be- 
lieve will, then the Republic will find the 
ways and the techniques to meet the new 
crisis. . 

Surelv, this Congress must feel upon it 
the weight of prayers going up from the 
people it represents!

Mr. Springs. who is widely known as the rich man’s Edison, has 
designed and built a king-sized, queen-accommodating bed which 
boasts every conceivable accoutrement with the possible exception 
of hot and cold running water. | 

It is, to be sure, no thing of beauty, its design being of a type 
which the more charitable architectural critics describe as “func- 
tional.”” But it can do everything but cook. 

It has, for instance, an automatic sprinkter system, acoustically- 
treated sideboards and head, guaranteed to absorb the heaviest of 
snores, a pulsating mattress and pillow, and, of course, thermo- 
atatically-controlled cover which operates independently of its air- 
conditioning unit. In addition, there is built-in radio and television 
and even, in the event one wants a greater variety of entertainment, 
a movie projector and slot machine, the latter apparently so that, if 
one is lucky, one may profit from insomnia.

A Backdrop 
For Policy Battle 


WASHINGTON — The new 82nd Congress, 

which is with us now for the next two vears, 

will form the backdrop for’a dramatic battle for 

control of the Republican Party. The verdict will come at the 

party’s national convention a year and a half from now in prepa- 
ration for the 1952 Presidential election. 

The lines were being drawn, as the new Congress assembled, 
around two outstanding party figures. 

On the one hand, Herbert Hoover, the only living ex-President, 
holding out the symbol of “a Western Hemisphere Gibraltar of 
Western Hemisphere civilization,” which immediately was tagged 
as “isolationism” not only by Democrats, including President 
Truman, but also by many Republicans. | 

On the other hand, Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, 
the party’s titular leader, with his counter appeal to develop and 
strengthen our Allies so that we may not be isolated. His words 
should be repeated and emphasized to draw the contrast: 

“If our ideals of freedom in the wond did not require it, the 
stark necessities of self-preservation would demand that we de- 
velop and keep strong, brave allies. We shall make united and 
mighty the forces of the free world, and swiftly, or we shall be 
soon isolated and left to die.” 


Both these leaders are outside Congress. But the 
impact of their conflicting viewpoints was evident 
in discussion among Republican members of the new Congress in 
which the party will have such a strong voice, much more potent 
than in the last Congress. 

Governor Dewey clearly intends to seize and exercise the lead- 
ership of the internationalist wing of his party by utilizing the 
forum afforded by the Governor’s seat’at Albany. This was 
apparent when he took the occasion of his inauguration for a third 
term to devote virtually his whole address to foreign policy, 
something unprecedented. He spoke as a national leader, not just 
as Governor. ; 

In so doing, he lost no time in picking up the gage thrown down 
by Herbert Hoover. By this same gesture, too, he sang out his chal- 
lenge to the outstanding Republican leader in Congress, Senator 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, who still is identified, as he has been 
previously, with the more nationalist Midwest wing of the party. 
Senator Taft becomes the natural legatee of whatever sentiment, 
in and out of Congress, was stirred up by Mr. Hoover. That has 
been considerable, at least for the moment. 

How strong this influence is, and how well it may last remain 
Already there is uneasiness among some Republicans 
who are saying that perhaps Mr. Hoover was misinterpreted and 
maybe he should clarify his position further. 


Challenge 


. Senator Taft manifestly has in his camp a ma- 
Leadership jority of Republieans in Congress. He has the 
advantage, too, of his presence there. But, by the same token, he 
is more vulnerable because of that fact. He must go on record 
constantly on the foreign policy issues as they develop and must 
bear much responsibility for the Republican attitude in Congress. 

Governor Dewey’s chief reliance will be upon the party rank 
and file outside Congress and upon like-minded leaders, some in 
Congress, more outside, whose views coincide with his. He will, 
however, exert his influence in Congress whenever and wherever 
possible, it would seem, judging from his recent attempt to head 
off the resolution by House and Senate Republicans demanding the 
resignation of Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 


In Governor Dewey's favor, looked at long range, is the 
fact that his internationalist wing of the party, while 
less influential in Congress, has been triumphant in the last three 
national conventions over the Taft forces, both in platform and 
in candidates—Wenhdell L. Willkie in 1940 and himself in 1944 
and 1948. | 

Politically, the Hoover speech was a break for Tom Dewey. 
He was quick to pick up the ball. It gave him a chance to draw 
the issue broadly on co-operation with our Allies, now a funda- 
mental of foreign policy generally accepted by our people. He 
maintained his Republicanism by the criticism he has voiced so 
often before of the administration’s Chinese policy and of its 
defense policy which he said, had “allowed the mightiest force on 
earth, our Naval, Air and Ground Forces to disintegrate.” 

Once again Tom Dewey is much in the national Republican 
picture.

Without the benefit of this much construction 
Georgia, like many Southern States, 


is finding capital improvement one of the most serious problems of providing better educational oppor- 


tunities. Through the years teacher 
better and greater numbers of school buses have 
begun to ply the byways. These things could 
be done by gradually increasing school appro- 
priations at the State level. All that was to the 
good, but meantime the problem of better build- 
ing was becoming greater and greater as the 
» years took their toll of deterioration. 

Now, the people are looking and State lead- 
ers are pondcring the problem. 

Unfortunately, in many Instances what little 
construction has gone on in the realm of schools 
has failed to give fair accounting to the prob- 
lem of Negro schools. That is one reason ‘Geor- 
gia is confronted with such a huge building defi- 
_ cit. In recent years more and more attention 
has been given Negro schools, but the neglect 
of long decades ago can pile up into a moun- 
tain of need. 


Georgia is making some progress here. 
One of the big snarls of both white and 
Negro schools is the large number of small, 
scattered, one-teacher schools. This is a 
problem of consolidation, and more buses. 
In the past two years strides have been 
made. 


Today of the 1,596 white schools in the State, 
136 are one-teacher establishments. This num- 
ber is 56 fewer than two years ago. Of the 
2.310 Negro schools, 1,254 -are one-teacher, and 
that number is 337 fewer than two years ago. 
To go to the other extreme, it is interesting to 
note that there are 206 white schools with 20 
or more teachers, and 48 Negro schools. 

The school-building problem, really a primary 
one in the provision of better education, has 
long been the woe of the counties and cities. 
The State while providing more and more in 
equalization funds for current operating expenses, 
has not done anything to help with the business 
of building. 

The Minimum Foundation Law for Educa- 
tion when fully financed will lend a hand. This 
law provides that the minimum of construc- 
tion level shall be $200 per teacher, yearly. A 
formula determining economic wellbeing of each 
county will be used to set the amount of State 
contribution to the individual school systems. 

This clause in the Minimum Foundation Law 


salaries have gone up, more textbooks have become available, 


will provide approximately $5,000,000 yearly for 
construction purposes. This amount over a 
period of 37 years would meet the outlined 
building needs in the State, provided exist- 
ing schools would refrain from falling down, and 
there would be no _ increase in the _ school 
population. 

The long-term help for buildings as pro- 
vided for in the Minimum Foundation Law is 
the basis for an effort to begin now to reap the 
benefit of that money in immediate construction, 

Speaker Fred Hand of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has prepared legislation setting up 
a Public School Building Authority. This Au- 
thority would be authorized to issue certificates 
or bonds secured by contracts with the different 
school systems that would pledge part of the 
money received by the individual systems from 
the State as rental on the proposed buildings. 
This “rental” money over a period of years would 
retire the building bonds and the building would 
become the property of the school system. 

This may be the answer to the $186,000,000 
problem. 

A similar system, the University Building 
Authority, is working now to provide new build- 
ings for higher education. 


As the State system of common schools 
moves nearer and nearer the attainment of 
high levels,.of education for Georgia’s chil- 
dren, it is inevitable that soon the growing 
problem of physical plant must be brought 
inte line with the other advances, if only 
for the reason to make education attrac- 
tive for the bumper crop of children that 
is now Georgia's. 


Maybe if there were more places a boy or 
girl could go to school with pride, we wouldn't 
be looking at statistics like this: 

In 1939 there were 74,021 white students in 
first grades of Georgia’s schools. Eleven years 
later there were only 23,422 graduates. Only 
31.6 per cent of the first grade enrollment had 
completed high school. 

In 1939 there were 85,074 Negro students in 
the first grade. Eleven years pass, and there 
are only 5,991 graduates. Seven per cent com- 
pleted high school.

The Coming Storm in Indian 


WASHINGTON—This squalid city currently resembles nothing so much as a drunken beach picnic, 
continuing in full course, its members reveling, quarreling, gormandizing and making fools of them- 


selves, long after the hurricane warning has been given. 


The storm is now clearly visible on the 


horizon, carrying with it probably a tidal wave in the form of the latest intelligence from Indochina. 
During the past two weeks, the French have been forced to close their consulates at Kunming and 


Canton. 


These are the only points in South China where the French might have observed Chinese 


Communist preparations for an attack across the Indochina border. 


Simultaneously, a Soviet air mission has 
turned up on the island of Hainan, off the South 
China coast. Russian jet aircraft, presumably 
transferred to the Chinese air force, have also 
appeared on the Hainan island airfields. These 
airfields command Northern Indochina. The 

Finally and most significantly, there has 
been a recent marked change in the propa- 
ganda line of the Viet Minh movement of Ho 
Chi-minh, the Kremlin’s native instrument in 
Indochina. Until recently, Ho Chi-minh’s follow- 
ing was in majority more nationalist and anti- 
French than party-line Communist. The Indo- 
chinese hate theiz Chinese neighbors quite as 
much as they do the French. colonialists. Hence 
Ho Chi-minh’s propaganda for a long time was 
pointedly silent about Chinese “liberation” of 
his country. 


Now three things have happened. The 
Hoe Chi-minh propaganda has suddenly 
begun to stress the glorious advantages to 
Indochina of being “liberated” by the Chi- 
nese. A number of the more nationally mind- 
ed Ho Chi-minh followers have defected. And 
other non-Communist nationalists with in- 
fluence in the movement are being purged, 
according to recent reports.

' has either agreed or submitted to a plan of

Chinese invasion. The date when the Chinese 
will move is generally set within this month, 
and by many people before Jan. 15. Presum-

If it were not for the threat of Chinese inva- 
sion of Indochina, the whole Southeast Asi- 
atic picture would now be hopeful and improv- 
ing. Even in Indochina itself there has been 
an important response since the French have at 
last made the concessions to native nationalism 
that should have been three years ago. But all 
this hopeful process will be halted and reversed 
by the new step in the Kremlin’s planned pro- 
gram of world aggression. And after ,Asia will 
come Europe and then perhaps, following a

tidal wave will engulf this hemisphere. 

On the French side, the new commander, 
Gen. De Lattre de Tassigny, has at last arrived 
in Indochina. He disposes of perhaps 150,000 
French, African and Foreign Legion troops, plus 
perhaps some thousands of loyal native Indo- 
chinese. But these French forces face the Chi- 

se “liberation army”. of 250,000, now at Nan- 
ning just above the border; plus Ho Chi-minh’s 
own organized force of about 70,000; plus the 
guerrillas whom Ho-Chi-minh is able to raise 
up in many areas.

Sure-Fire for 
Winter Grazing 


ee LEXINGTON, Ky.—The story of Winter 
- 4 grazing here in Lexington is no different, really, 

i ees than our own Georgia story. The only green 
grass around here (now that the thermometer has been down 
around the zero point on several occasions) is the good old Ken- 
tucky 31 fescue grass. 

It is browned off a bit, but the other Winter Zrasses are as 
brown as Bermypda at Christmas time. My friend, Wick Johnston, 
who raises sheep, cattle and horses, has a nice tinge of Balboa 
rye breaking through the crusted bluegrass soil, but this is the only 
green annual around these parts, and it isn’t ready to graze. 


A Pleasure I had the pleasure of meeting with Dr. E. N. 

ergus and the entire forage crop staff of the 
University of Kentucky Experiment Station and the members were 
highly enthusiastic over reports from the Deep South extolling 
the virtues of Kentucky 31 fescue as a real Winter grazing plant. 
Dr. Fergus and his staff were the folks who developed Ken- 
tucky 31. 

There doesn’t seem to be any new fescue of outstanding prom- 
ise at the moment—none of sufficient improvement to warrant a 
special ‘recommendation. There are fescue grass experiments 
going on at almost every .experiment station in the entire South 
and the expectation is that soon or late some variety will appear 
that has additional merit. Now that the question of injury by 
cold weather is uppermost in the pasturemen’s minds there is less 
talk of palatability and other such minor problems. Farmers are 
delighted to find a grass that will provide pasture feed in bitter 
weather. 

These Kentucky agronomists hadn’t given much thought to a 
drouth-resistant Fall crop and its relation to Winter grazing. 
They were quite interested in our kudzu and sericea pastures as 
a means of overcoming this problem. 


Intriguing They seemed jntrigued at the idea of fescue or 

rescue grass lying dormant under the kudzu 
throughout the Summer and being put to use in late Winter as a 
grazing crop. They liked the idea of sericea being used in fescue, 
but considered it more as a sa alta crop for the fescues 
than as a grazing crop. 

Dr. Fergus and his staff have given t6 the South the most 
valuable tool we have had in our hands for the past generation. 
Fortunately, we are making use of it. And now that farmers 
know it is a sure-fire Winter grazing crop we will make even 
greater use of it.

Chili Days Are Gone Forever 


NEW YORK—Chili con carne, the delicacy which President Truman scoffed 
a bowl of at Verne Dixon’s chili parlor in Kansas City, is a beautiful proposition. 
The name and the basic nature of this dish come from South of the border, but 
it was naturalized many generations ago and it has been getting refined in the 


chili parlors of the Southwest ever since. 
beans, ground beef, chili powder, onions, tomatoes, 


It is now a kind of stew made of chili 
garlic and I guess that is all. 


You cook it and cook it and if time would turn backward 35 years I would be able to take you to 
chili parlors in St. Louis, Dallas, Fort Worth, Omaha and Chicago where you could get a big, white 


bow] of chili-con or chili-mac for 15 cents. 
When I was handling the United Press Bureau 
im’ the old St. Louis Times plant in 1914-15, a 
fellow came to town who had been a reporter 
in St. Joe, Council Bluffs and some other stops 
in that league, busted and looking for some- 
thing to do at around $20 a week. I was get- 
ting $22.50 and getting a little surly in a cam- 
paign for $25. 


I took this guy or for quarters, heat and 
light, knowing it could be done on chili-con 
We shacked up together in a 
hotel called, I think, the Linmar, where some 
of the St. Louis National League ballplayers 
lived, and Bolivar carried double with ease for 
several weeks. 


My party then latched onto a paper over 
in Illinois, probably Belleville, and that was 
the last I ever heard of him until one Win- 
ter during the first Florida boom. Then 
I was told that he was in the chips in 
Tampa and driving a car so long it should 
have had a hinge in the middle or a tiller- 
man aft. 


I thought he might come around and ply 
me with a mess of stone crabs and cerveza in 
Ybor City, but he never gave me a tumble, 
to say nothing of sending back the $35 or so 
which I had poor-boyed him in St. Louis. But— 
easy go! 


Chili-mac is chili con carne sloshed over 
macaroni. I was going to write that chilie-mac 
is just chili-con sloshed over mac, but that word 
“just” would have a slight flavor of belittle- 
ment and I am one who would never LITTLE 
either of these exquisite affairs. They both are 
beautiful beyond my powers of description or 
even intimation. Can you describe love? 


The only- chili parlor that I have happened 
upon in recent years is on the south side of the 
drag in Bisbee, just about the bottom of the 
long hill from the Continental Divide and just 
up from the Copper Queen Hotel. It has a 
counter and stools, as all authentic chili par- 
lors do, and the chili-con is absolutely authentic 
and therefore superb. But this parlor also has 
booths, which are an affectation of the times 
and, to me, not anachronistic but some other 
word that I can’t quite put my fingers to at 
the moment, meaning out of place: and out of 
spirit as well. The old, genuine chili parlor 
might have a few tables down the length of 
the store but not booths, and the waiters were 
men wearing bartenders’ aprons, not girls.

You could live high on a dollar a day in chili parlors. 


chili-con and chili-mac, with all the soda crack- 
ers you wanted. Pie—apple, lemon-cream, 
peach or mince—was a nickel. Twe eggs, any 
style, 15 cents. Pork-chop sandwich, a nickel. 
Two pork chops 15 cents. That is about all. 
My guest and I played the chili place near the 
St. Louis Times almost exclusively during this 
episode, but we may have given some of our play 
to another parlor down near the Union Sta- 
tion which I discovered when I covered the fights 
at the old Future City Club, which was nearby. 
I find myself smiling in amusement over the 
fact that they were knowg to one and all as 
“parlors,” although they were very plain joints. 
You could always find them near railroad 
stations. 


In Chicago there were also many on South 
Clark and South State and on West Madison, 
where the poor bums from the harvest and the 
railroad gangs holed up for the Winter. Chili 
was poor man’s food, but it was wonderful. It 
was beautiful.

Phillips, Atlanta’s Civil Defense 
Director said that “In case of 
bombing attack miany casualties 
would have long periods of con- 
valescence and need nursing 
care.” When bombs fall on At- 
lanta, some home nurses will 
serve in shelters and temporary 
hospitals under the supervision 
of regular nurses. 

The course, which will be 
taught by Miss Vesta C. John- 
son, City Health Department 
Public Hea!th Nurse and volun- 
teer Red Cross instructor, is a 
shortened course in home care 
of the sick. Demonstrations and 
lectures will cover everything 
from proper food for the sick to 
making a patient more comfort- 
able and cheerful.

as compared to the situation in 
her former home in West Vir- 
ginia. 

“Having been a former resi- 
dent of a state where a similar 
sales tax has been in force for 
many years, I found it was ac- 
cepted by all as a matter of 
fact,” says Mrs. Jenkins. 

“We became accustomed to 
the extra pennies being used for 
the welfare of our state and be- 
cause of that we had a feeling 
of satisfaction in paying these 
pennies which relieved us from 
any dissatisfaction of this tax.” 

Increased revenue highlights 
the view on the matter as seen 
by William Lester, director of 
the State Tax Revision Com- 
mittee: 

“The husbands, and in many 
instances, the homemakers, will 
be relieved from other taxes as 
the proposed revision provides 
for the repeal of other taxes 
and a simplification of the en- 
tire tax structure. While many 
Georgians can look forward to 
relief from these taxes, I feel 
that the homemakers of the 
state will be delighted in the 
improved educational and 
health profits offered her fami- 
ly. The rural and urban home- 
maker will afso find it more 
convenient to reach the ‘mar- 
ket, school and church in her 
community as the increased 
revenue is expected to enable 
Highway department to 
pave and improve more roads, 
especially those from farm to 
market.” ’ 

“If the General Assembly - 
adopts the recommendation 
of the tax committee for a 
revision of our antiquated tax 
structure the homemakers of 
our state would, in about 60 
days, begin paying a small 
tax when they go shopping.” 

There will be no _ jingle, 

jangle, jingle of tax tokens in 
the pocketbooks of shoppers. 
Many pennies will be the only 
indication of the proposed new 
tax. Purchases, food, dime-store 
items and clothes will be bought 
in the bracket method. For in- 
stance the lower brackets may 
possibly be from 15 to 16 cents 
to 40 cents, and one or several 
items bought within that group 
will be taxed as a group rather 
than as Individual items.

“The papews have no business,” he was shouting in a loud, 
self-rizhteous tone, “to photograph those things and let the world 
make fun of us! Our schools are nobody’s business but ours, and 
snooping reporters have got no right to stir up all this mess and 
stick their noses into all these places where they aren't invited.” 

He held his next sentence, awaiting the dramatic moment in 
the gasping silence. 


“Besides.” he concluded, “those schools are exactly what those 
parents want for their cnildren! They don't want any fancy ones. 
And if I understand America, we ought to leave them alone and 
respect their wishes.” 


Nobody argued with him. In a sickening kind of passivity, 
the knot of men and women broke up and they drifted away, 
thinking their own thoughts but not wishing to take issue. 


Someone should have told him that schools are not built and 
operated fdr parents, nor for what parents want, unless they wish 
the best that is available, but for children. They are built for 
children who cannot choose for themselves, but must go where they 
are sent; and grow to adolescence in whatever surroundings they 
find themselves. 


Of course there is little that can be done to raise the level 
of homes that tolerate such conditions apathetically, because the 
, grown-ups have become conditioned to poverty and squalor and low 
ideals for themselves as well as their young. But most of the fam- 
flies who send youngsters to poor schools are not apathetic, though 
they are often helpless, and afraid. Alone, they cannot raise their 
voices, because of political or commercial or social recriminations, 
and that is the purpose of the impersonal series of the type of Miss 
Shannon's. She has spoken for those who need a spokesman. 


The theory of compulsory education is universal literacy, and 
the goal is to develop better and more responsible citizens in high 
places and in low. This, when you reduce it to reason, is neither 
S90 generous nor so public-spirited as it may be selfish. As long 
as there are some mentally ill-equipped, physically dependent, 
and slothful Americans, their neighbors have to pull their weight. 
They may do it in a hundred different ways—in higher taxes 
themselves, in direct charity, in the slowing up of progress that 
the dragging feet require. 


So it does become everybody's business when a segment 
of its population is denied opportunities that fit with the 
enlightenment of the times. In a country where all men may 
vote and have a voice in common destiny. all men should 
be prepared to live as intelligently as their individual ca- 
pacities and gifts will permit. 


Money to finance schools is not contained by any boundaries 
within the state. Some prosperous localities tax themselves in extra 
bond issues to add some of the niceties they wish to give their 
school children, it is true, but all heavily populated sections also 
share, through state levies, with the poorer and more sparsely 
settled neighborhoods. ! 


Not all the isolationists among us are on the international 
scene. There are little islands of indifference on every level, their 
monarchs smiling smugly at the “common” people and chanting 
that squalor is, after all. “all those people want.” 


It isn’t true, and if it is, we can’t afford it. Stand or fall, we 
do it together in America.

Want To Adopt 
A Baby? Go to 
Proper Place 


* By GLADY$ BEVANS 


We find articles in magazines 
and newspapers about black 
markets in babies, about “baby- 
marts,” and “baby-farms.” Une 
fortunately they do exist. 

Yes, it is a revolting idea. 
These people batten upon the 
tragedy of the unwanted baby 
(often born of a young unmar- 
ried mother, and upon the de- 
sire of childless people to have 
a child). But such ventures 
could not prosper if there were 
not men and women who were 
willing to patronize them, and 
pay well. Even prominent names 
of people with large incomes 
occasionally slip out when in- 
vestigations of these places 
break. The people who ‘buy” 
the babies are actually respon- 
sible for the exisetence of these 
under-cover adoption “agen- 
cies.” 

Naturally the question arises, 
“Why do people who want to 
adopt a baby go about it in this 
way?” The answer usually is 
that they are not willing to go 
through the steps required by 
the legal, experienced, intelli- 
gent and humane adoption 
agencies of their community. 
They resent the preliminaries, 
and also do not want to wait for 
a baby. So they encourage a 
dangerous (and often inhu- 
mane) baby-bootlegging busi- 
ness. There is only one way to 
adopt a baby or child, and that 
is through the legitimate adop- 
tion or child-placing agencies— 
unless the matter happens to be 
strictly personal and you know 
or are related to a baby or child 
whom you love and who needs 
a home. Even then there are 
necessary legalities. 

The details*° and conferences 
which must precede a legitimate 
adoption make prospective par- 
ents impatient. What they want 
is a baby to love and care for. 
How he will turn out and how 
he and his new family will fit 
each other doesn’t seem to mat- 
ter. You Just want a baby, with- 
out all this fuss and red tape 
and bother. 

But there’s more to it than 
that. Adoption is lasting. Your 
cuddly bundle will grow very 
fast into a little boy or girl. 
Raising a child isn’t casy, and 
with adoption there crop up 
special problems. But the path 
will be smoother, and the whole 


venture headed for success, if | 


you are willing to wait until the 
skilled workers in the agencies 
have had time to find the baby 
or child that is right for you. 
You will want to know-—should 
know—before adoption—every- 


thing possible about the baby’s | 


background: the traits and 


physical makeup of his or her | 


parents; their background in re- 
gard to their education, inter- 
ests, and circumstances; you 
will even want to know about 
the child’s other relatives.

Truman Forms 


Defense Agency 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—(P)— 
President Truman Wednesday 
gave William H. Harrison com- 
mard over the battle of defense 
production. 

On recommendation of mobili- 
ger Charles E. Wilson, the Presi- 
dent gave Harrison a new agency, 
the Defense Production Adminis- 
tration,.to govern all stages of 
production from mine to factory. 

Harrison can pull the trigger 
on rationing of consumer goods, 
if that becomes necessary. He 
becomes boss of the emergency 
agencies scattered in the Com- 
merce and Interior Departments 
and Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

In the production realm, he will 
wield the same authority over 
production — including industrial 
priorities, power, fuel and trans- 
portation — that Alan Valentine 
now wields in the field of price 
and wage stabilization. 

Further, the new DAP will have 
certain powers, not defined in 
detail, over military buying and 
contracting—which some civilian 
officials have criticized as being 
too slow. 

The authority of D. Stuart 
Symington, onetime “Defense Co- 
ordinator” and still chairman of 
the National Security Resources 
Board, was further stripped down. 

Harrison takes over Syming- 
ton’s power to certify companies 
for direct loans, under the $600,- 
000,000 defense expansion pro- 
gram, and to approve plant con- 
struction projects for tax benefits 
to encourage expansion. 

Mr. ‘Truman’s nomination of 
Harrison, who has been head of 
of the National Production Au- 
thority (NPA) in the Commerce 
Department, is subject to Senate 
confirmation. 

Harrison, former president of 
International Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company, is responsible for 
the steady stream of NPA orders 
under which civilian supplies of 
copper, lead, rubber, zinc, nickel 
and other materials have been 
eurtailed to make way for arms)
